‘TARIFF BOARD 


WILL DEAL WITH 
STEEL INDUSTRY 


Ottawa.—The tariff advisory board 
Commenced its work by hearing the 
applications of two Canadian steel 
companies which asked for more tariff 
Protection, as well as an argument in 
reply made by R. J. Deachman, who 
announced that he represented George 
Spence, ao farmer of Maple Creek, 
Sask., and a consumer of steel pfo- 
ducts. Mr. Spence is the Liberal 
member of parliament from the con- 
Btituency of Maple Creek, 

The session was in the nature of a 
preliminary hearing which is to be fol- 
lowed by an {nquiry into the steel in- 
dustry in Canada which will continue 
Over a period of several months. The 
tariff board will have the assistance 
of the technical staffs of several gov- 
ernment departments. Shortly a 
questionnaire will be issued to the 
various companie; which will be a 
basis of the investigation. Right 
Hon. Geo. P. Graham made® it clear 
that the board was to be an open 
forum before whieh anyone could be 
heard on the subjects of tariffs. 

Outstanding in the hearing was the 
argument of the Algoma Steel Com- 
pany that the Canadian antomobile tn- 
dustry was already adequately pro- 
tected under the existing tariff, by 
which was meant the tariff as amend- 
ed this session of parliament.
